In  iny  annnal  report  for  1908,  I  have,  for  the  thirty- firsit 
time,  the  honour  of  presenting  you  with  some  statistics  and  my 
remarks  on  the  health  of  the  Urban  District  of  Tod'morden, 
which  now,  as  the  Borough  of  Torlmoirden,  has  am  area  of 
12,755  aicres,  with  a  population  roughly  eistimated  to-  the 
middle  of  1908  tO'  be  26,050.  The  number  of  inhabited  houses 
is  6,594,  an  increaise  of  74  on  the  preceding  year.  During 
the  year  1908,  the  carcases  of  six  tuberculose'd  beasts  were 
taken  to  the  destructor,  and  a  proisircution  undelrtaken  in  omS 
case.

Mr.  Rogers,  in:  his  annual  report,  gives  you  a  summ,ary 
of  the  work  done  under  this  heading.  The  work  in  his  depart¬ 
ment  has  given  comiplete  satisfaotion,  but  I  would  draw  your 
attsintion  to  the  oftenitimes  dirty  state  of  the  main  roads;  they 
might,  with  a-dvantage,  be  kept  cleaner.

rile  long  ('onteniplaterl  Sewage  Works  were  complcte'd 
ami  opened  rlnring  the  year.  The  outcome  of  much  searching 
thought  on  the  part  of  all  concerned  in  the  planning  aind 
carrying  f)nt  of  a  sewerage  scheme  for  a  difficult  district,  the 
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result  of  tha  warkinig  of  this  system  has.  beieo  lotoked  for  with 
much  anxiety.  So.  far,  all  iseems  toi  be  working  well,  giving 
every  satisfactiioni,  and  turnin'g  into  the  riveir  a,  clear,  harmless 
effluent.  lit  is  hoped  that  all  the  streets,  which  have  been 
waiting  unpiaved  sO'  many  years,  will  now  be  sewered  in'  con- 
nhction  with  the  main  sewieir;,  and  the  paving  completied  before 
aaioither  winter.  Hitherito  some'  streets  have  bieen  little  bettier 
than  a  se!a  of  mud  in  every  wet  season,  where  all  dirt  and 
refuse  droppeid  in  the  street  remains.,  a,  source  of  a,nnoiyance 
to  the  inhabitants  who.  wish  tO’  keep  their  houses  clean  and 
healthy. 


WATItR  SUPPLY. 

The  public  water  supply  is  now  giving  universal  satisfac¬ 
tion.  The  number  of  consumers  is  steadily  increasing,  a,n|d  the 
means  taken  at  tihe  reservoirs  tO'  prevent  the  lead  solvent 
properties  of  the  water  taking  effect,  is  answering  very  well. 
There  have  been  n.O'  complaints  of  lead  poisoning  from  this 
water  during  the  year  1908. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

In  the  Borough  of  'Podimiorden  more  births  were  ragisteied 
in  1908  than  in  any  one  of  the  immediately  preceding  years, 
namely  551,  giving  us  a  birth-rate  of  21.15  1,000  of  the 

population  for  the  year,  which,  although  slightly  higher  than 
that  of  reaent  yeans,  does  not  conupare  favourably  with  the 
1908  birth-rate  for  all  Engiland  and  Wales,  that  being  26.5 
per  1,000  of  the  population.  Still  it  is  on  the  right  side,  and 
now  that  it  has  turned  the  scale,  it  is  to  be'  hoped  the  improve¬ 
ment  will  continue,  and  thereby  give  us  an  indication  of 
incilea^sed  prosperity  in  the  Borough  of  Todhiorden.  The 
average  birth-rate  in  the  te'ii  years  1898  tO'  1907  in  the  Tcd- 
morden  Borough  was  21.24  per  1,000  ot  ttie  population,  as 
compared  with  the  21.15  per  1,000  rate  of  1908. 
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410  deatihs  oiccurod  in  the  Borough  in  the  year  1908, 
showing  a  death-rate  of  15.73  i;Ooo  of  the  population,  as 
compared  with  14.7  per  1,000  of  the  population  of  all  England 
and  Wales.  It  also'  shows  a  , slight  decreaiSie  compaield  with 
the  two  immediately  preceding  years.  The  average  death-rate 
in  Todmorden  at  all  ageis,  for  the  idecade  1898-1907,  was 
16,77,  as  compared  with  the  15.73  i^ooo  rate  for  1908. 

The  410  deaths  registered  in  Todinorden  in  1908  included 
70  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  which,  measured  by  the 
proportion  oif  deaths  under  on!e  year  t'O'  registered  births,  gives 
us  an  infantile  mortality  of  127.0,  as  compared  with  121.0  for 
all  England  and  Wales.  The  following  tableis  wall  show  that 
the  number  of  deaths  from  Phthisis  and  Cancer  in  1908  were 
on  a  par  with  the  average  of  previous  years.

ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 


Comparatively  few  notifications  of  infections  diseases  were 
received  in  1908,  as  will  be  seeja  from  the  accompanying  tables. 
Looking  back  a  few  years  k  will  be  observed  that  there  ha.s 
been  a  markeid  diminution  in  the  niumber  of  caseS'  of  enteric 
fever  during  the  last  few  years,  and  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  cases  of  diphtheria,  which  latter  disease  seems  to  be  sup¬ 
planting  enteric  fever.  The  decrease  in  enteric  is,  in  my 
opinion,  due  without  doubt,  to  the  improvement  of  many  small 
private  water  supplies,  and  tO'  the  fact  that  many  property 
owners  have  taken  in  the  public  water  in  place  of  water 
hitherto  used  for  domestic  purposes,  and  which  occasionally 
was  liable  tO'  pollution.  I  am  unable  to  account  for  the 
increase  in  diphtheria ;  the  cases  were  very  much  scatteued, 
not  connected  in  many  instances  one  with  anothier,  and  never 
became  epidlemic.  Now  that  it  is  becomin/g  an  acknoiwl edged 
theory  that  sewer  gas  from  an  uninfected  sewer  does  not  in 
itself  produce  diphthe'ria,  it  is  difhoult  tO'  trace  the  source  of 
infection,  when  there  is  no  direct  or  indireict  personal  contact.

I  beg  to  submit  my  refport  for  the  year  ending  December 
31st,  1908,  being  my  thirteenth  annual  report. 

SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACTS. 


Under  the  above  Acts  25  samples  of  new  milk  were  taken., 
anid  forwarded  to  the  Public  Analyst  for  the  West  Ridinig,  who 
reports  as  follows:  — 

Twenty -four  samples  were  reported  as  complying  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture. 

One  sample  was  reported  to  contain  :  — 


Milk- Fat .  2.50 

Non-Fatty  Solids .  9-5° 

Water .  88.00

The  vendor  of  this  sample  was  cauitioned-  by  the  County 
Auithorities. 


Amongsit  the  samples  reported  as  complying  with  the 
require.nents  of  the  Board  of  Agricukure,  the  percentage  of 
fat  varied  from  3.4  to  4.6,  anid  of  non-fatty  solids  from  8.81 
to  9.6.  (The  stanidard  iixed  by  the  Board  of  Agriculture  is 
3  per  cent,  fat,  and  8.5  per  cent,  non-fatty  solids). 

The  results  of  the  analyses  would  appear  to  show  that  the 
milk  supply  to  the  Borough  generally  is  of  good  quality. 
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SMOKE  OBSERVATIONS. 


Fifty-four  abiservations,  of  ooe  hour’s  duratioiii!  each;  weite 
taken  of  factory  chimneys. 

In  eleven  inisitances  the  amount  of  black  simoke  emitted 
during  ithe  hour  exceeded  tlhe  limit  of  six  minutes  allowed  by 
the  Council.  In  each  case  notices  of  abatement  were  served, 
and  in  five  cases  subsequent  observations  proved  of  a  moire 
favourable  character. 

Legal  proceedings  were  taken  in  one  case’  for  non-abate¬ 
ment  of  the  nuisianoe,  and  an  order  of  the  Court  was  obtained 
for  the  abatement  of  the  nuisiance,  with  costs,  against  the 
defendants. 

In  this  case,  after  the  adoption  of  a  mechanical  contrivance 
for  assisting  the  cons-umption  of  smoke,  considerable  improve-* 
menit  resulted. 


CANAL  BOATS. 

The  number  of  canal  boats  inspected  during  the  year  was 
twenty-eight. 

The  following  four  contraventdonis  of  the  Canal  Boiats  Acts 
or  Regulations  were  met  with 

One  boat  with  leakage  of  water'  into  both  cabins. 

One  boat  overcrowded. 

Two  boats  with  no^  certifi’cate  on  board. 

In  each  case  the  infringemenSts  were  brought  tO'  the  notice 
of  the  owners  of  the  boats.  In  three  cases  the:  inifringemienitiS 
have  been  remedied.  The  other  case  is  having  attention. 

No  legal  proceedings  have  been  found  neicessa:ry  in  respect 
of  th'P'  infringements  met  with. 

With  the  exception  of  the  cases  mentioned,  the  geineral 
condition  of  the  boats  was  satisfactory. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

During  the  ydar  the  sanitary  accommio|dation  at  twenty 
factories  was  inspected  ;  and  seventy- seven  inispectionis  of  work¬ 


shops  (including  bakehouses)  were  made.

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In  two  factOiries,  adiditionial  sanitiaxy  accommioidiation  was 
provided;  in  anjoither  the  convenienceis  were  r'e  construe  ted,  put 
on  the  water-carriage  system,  and  connected  to  the'  main  sewer ; 
and  in  five  other  cases  the  existing  accommodation  was 
improved. 

Legal  proceedings  were  taken  in  one  case  for  failing  to 
comply  witli  a  notice  to  provide  proper  conveniences  at  a 
weaving  isihed,  and  a  fine  of  ^3,  and  costs,  was  imposed. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Typhoid  Fever. — The  twelve  cases  of  this  diseiase  notified 
■during  the  year  were  all  scatiterad  ones,  no  two  of  them  occurring 
in  the  same  locality.  In  one  caise,  the  water'  supply  and 
drainage  of  the  house  where  the  patient  lived  were  not  beyond 
suspicion  as  possible  causes  of  the  disease.  In  the  other  cases 
nothing  wa,s  found  to  account  for  its  occurrence. 

Diphtheria. — Inspectiions  were  made  of  thirty-five  houses, 
owing  to  the  occurrence  of  easels  of  this  disease.  In  fourteen 
of  the  houses  drainage  defects  were  found  and  have  been 
remedied,  except  in  three  cases  where  new  sewers  are  required 
before  the  property  can  be  properly  draifiod. 

School  attendance  seems  to  have  bedn  a  factor  in  the 
spread  of  the  disease  in  the  Knottis  and  Lydgate  diistrict,  segan 
cases  having  occurred  amonigst  children  attending  the  infants’ 
department  of  the  Robinwood  Council  School  between  July  ist 
and  December  31'St.  The  school  premises  were  fumigated  fre¬ 
quently  over  the  period  named,  but  cases  ■continued  to  follow 
one  another. 

UNSOUND  FOOD. 

The  unsound  food  condemned  and  destro'yed  during  the 
year  included  the  carca.s(es  of  two'  cows,  one  calf,  and  three 
pigs,  and  parts  of  the  carcaseis  of  two  other  cows,  in  addition 
to  a  few  diseased  organs  met  with  in  animals,  the  carcases  of 
which  were  otherwise  sound. 


In  Oine  case'  the  carcase  of  a  cow  in  a  badly  diseaised  and 
putrid  condition  was  found  dressed  in  a  slaughter-house,  and 
apparently  intended  for  human  foo'd.  Legal  proceedings  were 
taken  in  this  case,  both  against  the  oiwraer  of  th^e  carcase,  and 
the  occupier  of  the  slaughter-house,  but  the  Corporatioin  alloiweid 
the  cases  to  be  withdrawn  on  payment  of  the  costs  by  the 
defendants. 
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In  the  other  casies  the  owners  of  the  carcases  sought  the 
advice  of  the  Councirs  officers,  and  voluntarily  surreindered  the 
diseased  carcases  after  examihation  by  the  Medical  Officer 
and  myself. 

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

185  farms  have  been  visited  during  the  year,  with  297 
shipp'ons  and  77  cellars  or  other  places  used  for  tihe  istiorage 
of  milk.

As  in  previous  years,  very  striking  differenceis  as  regard® 
cleanlintess  were'  oibserved  in  the  various  premises  visited. 

In  siome  cases,  the  occupiers  evidently  take  pride  in  keep¬ 
ing  the  premises  clean  and  sweet,  whilst  in  others  a  very  much 
lorwdr  standiard  prevails  ;  but  on  the  w^hoile  I  am  satisfied  that 
the  farmers  of  the  Borough  as  a  class,  are  gradually  bieooming 
m'Oire  alive  to  their  responsibility  in  this  matter. 

HOUSE  DRAINAGE. 

As  wall  be  seen  from  the  statistical  summary  at  the  end 
of  this  report,  the  usual  amount  of  work  has  been  done  in 
the'  repairing,  recoinetructioin,  etc.,  of  house  drains  during  the 
year,  but  w'iith  the  exception  of  a  few^  streets  in  the  Lydgate 
district  aiiid  one  or  two  blocks  of  prope;rty  in  Halifax  Road, 
very  liLtie  pr^giuiss  was  made  in  the  way  of  providing  new 
drains  for  existing  property,  anrl  conineicting  thiom  to  the  main 
sewer. 
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SCAVENGING. 


I’here  is  little  that  is  new  t'Oi  report  witli  regard  to  the 
scavenlging  of  the  Boirongh  generally.  The  conveirsion  of  tub 
closets  into  water  closets  goies  on  very  slowly,  only  about  thirty- 
five  having  been  done  during  the  year. 

On  the  ground  of  economy  alone,  now  that  the  sewage 
works  are  in  opeiration,  the  abolition  of  the  tub  closets  ought 
to  be  taken  in  hand,  especially  in  the  miore  thickly  populated 
parts  of  the  Boirough,  in  place  of  the  pres'cint  expensive  and 
insanitary  system. 

In  a  report  tO'  the  Health  Committee  in  November  last, 
I  recommenlded  that  a  resolution  should  be'  passe'd  authorising 
this  work  tO'  be  taken  in  hand  systematically,  biit^  no^  action 
was  takear  in  the  matter.

Proceedings  have  been,  taken  in  three  cases  during  the 
year ;  oine  for  default  in!  complying  with  a  notice  tO'  provide 
proper  sanitary  oonvenieince  at  a  factory,  in  whidh  a  fine  of 
^3  with  coists,  was  impeised ;  one  for  depositing  unsound  meat 
in  a  slaughter-house,  and  one  for  a  nuisance  caused  by  black 
smoke  from  a  factoiry  chimney,  the  results  of  which  have 
already  be-en  stated.
